commend such merchandise or services to the public or to a considerable number of 
persons, and which statement or assertion is untrue in any respect or calculated to 
misiead or misinform, shall be deemed guility of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) ner 
more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by Imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing 180 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment.
